the English press. There are no ulterior 
motives. This Engllah preferer.ee Is bas- 
ed upon respect for the President's char- 
acter and recognition of his unique fitness 
for the duties of an arbitrator in a case 
where a guarantee for pavment of an 
award Is urgently needed but may be dis- 
pensed, with if. he consents to act. The 
English press Is regaining Its sobriety of 
Judgment respecting .Germany. Mr. Kip- 
ling's . outbreak Is generally condemned 
and the German Emperor Is beglnning,to 
h&vo something like Justice for his evi- 
dent desire to maintain

possible relations with the United States.

His tongue was loosened 
by a newspaper dispatch from Mexico 
City telling of the discovery of a chest 
of diamonds, sapphires, rubles, 
pearls, 


and golden Images beneath the flagstones 
in the chapel of Las Vozcayas College In 
Mexico 
City. 
Mr. Baker's story rivals 


the mythical tales of Captain Kldcj, and 
moreover bears the unmistakable stamp 
of 
truth. 
He 
says that his father 


marched from Vera Cruz to Mexico City 
with 
General 
Scott's army during the 


Mexican Wait. 
He and a tent mate, af- 


ter plotting for weeks, dug their way In- 
to some of the richest cathedrals and pil- 
laged them of their fabulous wealth of 
all sorts of valuable stones and 
huge 


golden 
images. For hours they looted, 


carrying their burden of precious stones 
to a hiding place beneath the flagstones 
In a cathedral yard. Shortly afterwards 
Baker's companion died Baker returned 
to his home in New York and then went 
to Hillsdale, Michigan. Fifteen years af- 
ter plundering the cathedrals he confided 
his story to an intimate friend. 
The 


friend wrote to the Mexican government 
asking 
them 
If there would be any 


chance of a division of the spoils If he 
would tell the government 
where 
. It 


could find the sacred and valuable altar 
decorations that had been stolen. 
In a 


letter bearing the official seal, the Hills- 
dale man received warning that if he 
knew of any one who had a hand in the 
notorious pillaging or if. he himaelf par- 
ticipated In it, he would do well to for- 
get all he knew about it and keep quiet, 
lest his life be sacrificed In revenge for 
the desecration of the cathedrals. Baker 
took the advice but still Intended to se- 
cure the treasure he had burned.

STREETTROUBLES 


AT EMERYVILLE 


THE CONTRACTORS MUST PUT PARK 


AVENUE IN GOOD CONDITION 


IMMEDIATELY. 


EMERYVILLE, December 25.—Although 


the workmen have been withdrawn from 
Park avenue and that thoroughfare Is 
supposed to be finished, it is known that 
It will not be accepted by the Emeryville 
trustees . while In its present condition. 
The contract calls for a first-class Job 
and this, it Is claimed by the residents 
here, has not been given them and the 
Interested ones will not permit the trus- 
tees to accept the street until this has 
been done. 


In fact at least one of the trustees has 


expressed 
himself as dissatisfied with 


the condition of the street In queutlon 
and it is understood that other members 
of the Board fee] the same way. 


The trouble with the street seems to He 


in the fact that the preparation of oil was 
put down at the wrong season and was 
subjected to rains before it had a -chance 
to soak Into the soil. As a result the 
street Is In a. very soggy condition 
In 


many places. In fact -since the oil was 
put on the contractors have gone over 
the street and In some places have put 
on layers of rock and earth. 


At the last meeting of- the trustees the 


contractors were granted an extension of 
thirty days time and within that time it 
Is expected that they will fix up the street 
to the satisfaction of the trustees and all 
parties concerned in the matter. 


HAI.LECK STREET. 


When Park avenue has been accepted 


>y the trustees isteps will be taken to 
lave Halleck street improved. This can 
>e done at the cost of about $5 per front 
oot and will be one of the best Improve- 
ment that can be made. One of the ad- 
•antages gained will be that the heavy 
earning done by the Judson Manufactur- 
ng Company can be done on Halleck 
street instead of the main thoroughfare, 
Park avenue, as Is done at the present 
ime. Besides a saving of the 
m&ln 


street, this will mean that about half a 
mile will be saved liy the teams going In- 
to Oakland.

tween the employer and employe there 
Is no bond of sympathy or Interest, 
The farmer looks upon his laborers as 
successive gangs of tramps, and the 
latter regard him pretty much as sail- 
ors do the captain of a deep-water ship.- 
The labor that permits Itself to be used 
like cattle must necessarily be of the 
most unstable, shiftless, Irresponsible 
and indifferent kind. It Is not strange 
that men who treat white laborers like 
Chinamen are surprised that they do 
not take to it as kindly as Chinamen, 
A prodigal may eat husks with the 
swfne when he is hungry, but he won't 
put up with the fare or the company 
longer than he can help. 


Another trouble about agricultural 


help In California is the desire of large 
farmers or orchardists to deal with 
men In the mass. They can go to a 
Chinese or Japanese contractor and 
contract with him for so many men to 
work so many days for so much money 
per man. He has nothing to do with 
boarding, housing or paying the men; 
all his business is transacted with the 
boss of the^g-ang. There is no bother 
about dealing in person with each in- 
dividual laborer. To the ranch owner 
the Chinese or Jap laborer is no more 
than a temporary chattel. For this 
reason many of the large farmers and 
orchardists prefer coolie labor to white 
labor. 
They prefer it because of its 


servile quality, and Its freedom from 
the responsibilities of citizenship. With

An Ohio Man Tell* How They Quick- 


ened th* Pulse of Liberty. 


According to an Ohio college profes- 


sor, all the pictures now in existence of 
the scene when the Declaration of In- 
vdependence was signed are historically 
inaccurate.

these paintings is perhaps 
that of 


Trumbull, in the Capitol rotunda in this 
city. Yet it is grossly In error if the' 
proof which ftils professor claims to 
have found in the correspondence of 
Thomas Jefferson la to be accepted. It 
appear* that Mr. Jefferson, who had a 
memory for details, wrote some years 
after the signing- of the Instrument de- 
scribing the scene. He explained the 
ha*te with which the signatures were 
affixed by stating that flies had in- 
vaded the assembly room in swarms, 
coming from a livery stable across the 
street. There, were no window screens 
In those days. The members, after the 
fashion of the times, wore knickerbock- 
ers and silken hose. Even the modern 
bicyclist who wears 
his "knlckles" 


knows how disagreeable a persistent fly 
can W when a leg Is the object of its 
attack. 
Consider, then, the plight of 
the "signers" when the fles had settled 
upon their thinly clad calves- by the 
hundreds. No -wonder they hurried to 
sign and then to find respite from the 


nitB of the pests. Just how far this 


condition yin'ected their signatures re- 
main* for the expert graphologist to 
determine. Some of the names bear to- 
day a decidedly Jerky apoearance, as 
though the writers had been suffering.

WHILE MAKING EXCAVATIONS 


ON TWELFTH STREET. 


Work on tbe Twelfth street dam, 


which the City Council is widening, 1*

They have also come upon the piles 


of the old wharf, all of which must be 
taken out.

HEW ONES INADEQUATE TO SUPPLY 


THE DEM AND. 


Oakland has more people within her 


limits today than she ever had before. 
The recent census, taken a few weeks 
•go, showed a population of nearly 
•8,000. That number, however, did not 
(•present the total population, because 
Bo census has ever been perfect, and, 
in the last enumeration, a number of 
residents certainly escaped the enum- 
erators. 


FACTORS OF PROSPERITY. 


The -dissemination of the 
Informa- 


tion that Oakland has Increased 1:3 per 
cent in her population since 1900; the 
development of railroad 
interests in 
the northern* part of the town ; the es- 
tablishment of large factories on 
the 


estuary which will give, in the near 
future, employment to several 
thou- 
sand operatives, have conduced to a 
healthiness and soundness In the real 
estate business which has never been 
experienced here before. 


NOT A BOOM. 


There is no speculative boom. There 


IS only a straightforward rational in- 
crease tn the part of people seeking 


iccommoda^ions and on the part 
for 
of enterprises ' to 
secure 
locations. 


People who, for years, have been re- 
siding In old-fashioned houses have 
moved Into, OP are seeking more mod- 
ern, sanitary and convenient abodes. 
Industries are dally extending their 
business and expanding. 
Xew manu- 


facturing Institutions, appreciating the 
advantage of Oakland's location with 
her superior rail and harbor facilities, 
»re fast filling up the vacant spaces on 
the shores of her harbor. The devel- 
opment which cornea from these is a 
blecslng to a community, whereas the 
feverish excitement which is arouse:! 
by "a boom" Is generally a curse. 


This is a fact, the truth of which 


has often 
been 
demonstrated*, 
and 
there is little reason to believe that 
the men who control the siuation, here, 
•will allow a boom to Interfere with the 
stable and honest ad\-ancement of the 
placev 


MOST PROSPEROUS. 


Real Estate men say that they have 


never enjoyed a more prosperous ye-ar 
than that which 13 now about to close. 
During that period, ,more real estate 
transfers have been recorded, there 
have been more releases of mortgages 
and more homes, institutions a.nd fac- 
tories built than in any one year In the 
history or the community. 


HOMES IN DEMAND. 


And yet, the "clemancl for homes can 


not be satisfied. 
In every section of 


the city new and modern houses are In 
course cf erection. These are no soon- 
er finished than they are 
rented or 


purchased. Some real estate men of 
this city are now bulldlns houses and 
flats In which not less than $100.000 
•will be expended. And yet, these men 
know that the demand ia,4n excess of 
the supply, and that, next year, It win 
be even greater than It 13 at this time. 


NO "TO LETS." 


A few years ago, the streets of this 
city were full of houses placarded "to 
let." 
Now, one may ride for miles, 


and, when he does flnd a 
house so 


marked, he Is certain that U Is vacant 
because for some reason or other it is 
uninhabitable. 


Heal estate dealers say that 
they 


never knew of so few vacant houses 
In this city before, and- that they can 
not get hold of tenements for which 
they could reasonably hope to find oc- 
teupants. 


This fact was borne out by the re- 


cent 
census 
which, in a numerical 


manner, demonstrated that there were 
fewer than 175 housed of all kinds un- 
tenanted In this city and of these 76 
per cent were uninhabitable, and the 
rest were undesirable for a number of 
reasons. 


END NOT IN SIGHT. 


The transfers of realty this week, If 


•numerated here, would alone flll the 
greater part of the Spac*> allotted to 
this article. 


What Is gratifying in r.ll this is the 


fact that the end Is not In sight. In- 
•enslbly. Oakland has grown and now 


readily apparent but It Is much 
more 
easily demonstrated by reference to San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Pasadena 
and 
hosts of towns In the eastern part of 
the country. In such places, It is posji- 
ble to show how many buildings have 
been started and completed each week, 
each month, each year and the amount 
of money -expended on each and all of 
them. 
In this way, comparison In the 
building line, that is, in the advancement 
of the city, could be made with preceed- 
ing years or with any week or month .of 
those years. 
Comparison could also be 
made with the aame line of business in 
ULJIUC 
or 
rival cities.

OAKLAND WANTING. 


As It is now there Is absolutely no re- 
liable means of ascertaining how much 
building Is done here yearly. The archi- 
tects can not give the information 
be- 
cause there are hosts of buildings with 
which they have nothing to do. The in- 
formation cannot be got at the Becoril- 
er's office,, because, there, only a 
few 


building 
contracts 
relatively speaking, 
are filed from day to day. The Board of 
Public Works cannot give it because the 
permit 
it 
issues to - the house-builder 
simply allows him to occupy the street 
while the building is In course of erec- 
tion. 


The office, however, from which 
the 
greatest information In this regard Is ob- 
tainable, 
now, Is that of the Health 
Board, but, there, may be found only the 
number of houses examined by the san- 
itary Inspectors with respect to sewering 
and 
plumbing facilities. 
The showing 
made in this way this year did not ex- 
ceed GOO bxillctings and everybody knows 
that structures go up and Improvements 
are made, with which the sanitary in- 
spectors have nothing: to do. Where those 
officers report the inspection of a new 
house, they pay no attention to the cost 
of the same, and. as a consequence, the 
report is practically valueless when com- 
pared with the systematic reports obtain- 
able in the cities referred to which ought 
to be available in this city. 


MOVE TO REMEDY DEFECT. 


It Is understood that a move to have 
the office of Superintendent of Buildings 
created will be inaugurated by the Mer- 
chants' Exchange. 


VIEWS OP REAL ESTATE MEN. 
The views of a few realty dealers on 
the situation are appended: 
Woodward & Watson—You may 
get 
an idea of the progress this city Is mak- 
ing from the efforts which real estate 
men and capitalists are putting forth to 
provide homes for residents who 
have 
outgrown 
their 
former domiciles 
strangers, who have been induced 
to 
come from abroad to take up their resi 
denee in our midst. 
Some Idea of the 
work which our own firm Is doing In 
this respect may be got when we say 
that, at Twenty-sixth and Broadway we 
are putting up twelve houses and 
of 
these, four have already been sold. On 
the site of Tubb's Hotel of other days, 
which fire razed to the ground several 
years ago, we are building sixteen houses. 
We have two more houses in process of 
construction 
on Hanover Place, 'four 
more on Thirty-sixth street near Mark- 
et, throe more on the north side of East 
Fourteenth street between S'eoond and 
Third avenues. We recently completed 
five houses on Second avenue and East 
Eleventh street and sold them In a wick. 
The feeling based on the inquiry for new 
houses is that we won't be able to supply 
the demand in the early spring. Houses 
to rent? We haven't any. 
There arn't 
any. Any house that is modern and san- 
itary 
can't 
be got here. Practically 
speaking, they are all occupied. This Is 
another evidence of the Increase in the 
demand. 
John T Bell, of Meads & Bell, Is very 
enthusiastic as to the future of Oakland. 
He says -.hat. the demand for houses, fur- 
nished and unfurnished, is very lively and 
is likely to so continue for some time 
notwithstanding the activity in iJulldlng 
which has been shown In Oakland 
for 
two years. 
The demand Is chiefly for 
separate houses, and. with the thousands 
of vacant lots inside the city limits, he 
says there Is a splendid opportunity for 
safe 
investments 
In the building of 
houses of from five to ten rooms. 
J. S. Naismith—This is one of the best 
years foi-'the real estate business which 
California, and especially Oakland, 
has 
ever had. 
The people are buying prop- 
erty all around. I ha.vo been in the real 
estate business for eleven.year and it has 
never been so good as it has been to- 
day. 
I have never made so many actual 
sates in the same time as I have made 
in the last six months. These sales have 
been made mostly to Oakland people. 
The olty Is full of strangers, but 
those 
strangers are not buying yet, but they 
will be buying after a whtlo. The effect ot

"Englnemen before leaving any regls 
terlng station will require from the con 
ductor a check on proper blank showing 
the numbers of all ruling trains, If any 
together with tlms of arrival or of de 
parture, and must assure themselves tha 
no train affecting their right* i* omlttei 
therefrom: 


Superintendent Palmsr nitres the fol 
lowing statement: 
"The Southern Pacific Company hai 
rules and regulations for the operation 
of its trains to safeguard not only the 
public who travel but the lives and the 
property of Its employes. In the case o 
yesterday's accident at East Oakland my 
inaulry proves beyond all doubt that botl 
Conductor Haehnlen and Engineer Dlxon 
failed to obey the simple rule that is se 
for handling uuch trains. The men were 
In too great a hurry to get out. The con- 
ductor went to the register book at th 
station and failed to properly read the 
record. If he had observed the register 
accurately tkere could have been no col- 
lision, for It'showed that the Sacramento 
train had not arrived and was still ou 
against him. He should have held hi* 
train. 


Engineer Dixon did not obey the rule 
concerning the check. He did not receive 
any check from, the conductor until af- 
ter 
the collision occurred, while the 
!heck he did get was not in proper form 
Further than that Dlxon saw the train 
approaching, 
but 
thought it was the 
west-bound Seventh street local. 
That 
was a mistake which, under the* circum- 
stances, could not be excused, because 
had not properly informed himself 
about train that might have the ripht- 
of-way over his. 
"It happened yesterday that the Sac- 
ramento train was an hour late. 
That 


fact was not known to the freight men. 
but they should have known that the 
:rain had not reported In at First and 
Broadway if Haehnlen had made a cor 
rect inspection of the register. That reg- 
eter fa kept there for the very purpose of 
protection against the jossibillty of just 
such accidents as occurred. 
"In view of these facts there was no 
conclusion to be reached save that care- 
lessness on the part of these men * 
the cause of the collision. 
My recom- 
mendation must be that they leave the 
company's service."

trol of the affairs of the pension depart- 
ment of the Southern Pacific Company, 
holds It* first meeting, early in the com- 


[ month, *teps may be taken to retire 


from active service no less than ilx 
prominent officials in the general offlce 
of the company, says an exchange. It 
became known yesterday, through 
the 


publication in pamphlut form of tbe rules 
and regulation* framed for the control 
and'management of the pension affair* of 
the company, that one provision adapted 
by President Harriman's board of direc- 
tors declares that all officers who attain 
the age of seventy year* shall be retired 
on a nenelon.

UNIQUE CHRISTMAS GIFT OF ST. PAUL'S 


TO THE WIDOW OF THE LAMENTED 


DR. ROBERT RITCHIE. 


A Christmas' gift which will be' as 


great a cause of joy as It v,-as a sur- 
prise was that which last night was 
placed in the hands of the widow of 
the late Rev. Robert Ritchie, for many 
years pastor of St. Paul's Episcopal 
Church. 


The sift was taken to Mrs. Ritchie 


by a special delivery messenger, and 
'consisted of a canceled mortgage upon 
the pretty home of the late pastor on 
Linda Vista Terrace. 
The mortgage

half of the life v.-ork of the foved rec- 
tor had been accomplished. 


The death of Dr. Ritchie removed 


from his family their main support. 
The incubus of a mortgage upon the 
home under such circumstances im- 
pressed the neighbors of 
the divine ! 


and the members of his congregation- i 
as being a burden too heavy to he 
borne by the relict and descendants of 
one who, as a cleric, had endeared 
himself to his flock and who. ns an in- 
dividual, was beloved of all his ac- 
quaintance. 


It was derided, therefore, to take 


steps to cancel the hereditary obliga- 


tlcn, and thus at once, to bear testi- 
mony to the respect entertained for the 
living and to the. cherished esteem -pf 
and love for the dead. 


On Thanksgiving morning the prop- 


osition of satisfying the mortgage in 
question was suggested to members of 
St. Paul's congregation and was re- 
ceived with unquestioned favor. Vol- 
untary subscriptions came in, ranging, 
according; to the means of the donor, 
from 50 cents to J200. In the gener- 
ous response were the unsolicited of- 
ferings of neighbors, and, as a conse- 
quence, several hundred dollars were 
received over and above the amount re- 
quired to remove the cloud from the 
parsonage. The excess, as well as the 
canceled mortgage, went to Mrs. Rit- 
chie last night, and the fl^t Intimation 
of the gratitude of the flock which she 
received was when the messenger de- 
posited the instrument and check In 
h<;r hands.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—The creation 


of the J50,000,000 loan pool by many 
of the big New York banks had a de- 


1 cidedly beneflcia! effect. It was a very 


j practical demonstration that powerful 
Interests were agreed In protecting the 
market against an unnecessary crisis; 
that good and legitimate borrowers 
would secure such accommodation aa 
they might need, and that no funds 
would be available 
for 
speculative 


purposes. 
What the emergency 
was, 


serious enough to call for such un- 
usual action, Is not revealed. It was 
probably general, and can no doubt be 
traced back to the large amount 
of 


money Involved in various underwrit- 
ing and 
syndicate 
operations. 
For 


some time past It has been no secret 
that this was the weakest spot In the 
whole situation; and some 
of 
our 


ablest financiers have been sorely puz- 
zled to know how the period of stress* 
anticipated at this season of the year 
would be met. It is believed that all 
serious danger has been averted, and 
such, it is to be hoped, will prove to 
be the case. 
The mere assurance that 


$50,000,000 will be available In case of 
crisis tends to remove 
apprehension 


and prevent such an emergency. 
It 


may be the money will not be wanted 
for the same reason that a depositor 
will not withdraw his account so long 
as he has confidence In his bank. The 
influence, however, of this offer 
by 


strong bankers upon sentiment is high- 
ly 
important 
and 
beneficial. 
Call 


money was easier at once, though time 
money remains about 6 per cent. 


It Is worthy of note that In spite of 


the heavy liquidation of the last three 
months the contraction of loans has 
been only $50,000,000 since hlghwater 
mark in the middle of August. 
TUIs 


Is a comparatively small 
reduction, 


and is probably explained by the" fact 
that American loans abroad have been 
freely canceled or shifted to New York. 
Foreign bankers have been somewhat 
distrustful of American methods of 
financing, at.d this has thrown us more 
upon our own resources at a somewhat 
Inconvenient season. 
As a result we 


ought to ship less gold in 1903 for set- 
tlements; so this enforced retrench- 
ment has its advantages. 


While time money is on a 6 per cent 


basis and good stocks on a 4 to 4*6 
per cent basis, it is evident no legiti- 
mate wldespvead bull market can be 
expected, in spite of the tXenty 
to 


thirty points decline 
lately 
experi- 


enced. 
Either money rates or stocks 


must decline In order to equalize this 
difference ;just which remains to be 
seen. 
There Is much reason in 
the 


argument that after such an uninter- 
rupted decline as that just noted 
a 


good re-action is due. Considering the 
activity and soundness of general bus- 
iness, any improvement In the mone- 
tary situation would certainly warrant 
a fair recovery. 
The year closes with 


no signs o£ a cessation in that activ- 
ity; on the contrary, there is every 
evidence that, if merchandise prices 
could be made to decline somewhat in 
proportion to the drop in stocks, a new 
and safer business level 
would be 


reached on which plenty of new con- 
tracts could be placed with confidence. 
Present high prices are a serious ob- 
struction to new enterprise.
